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Health Officer's Report 
for August. 

Except for the prevalence of the usual 
summer disrrhoea there is little ts 
record against the Public Health. The 
abnormally hot and bumid summer has 
led to rather more than the nonnal 
prevalence of this annually occurring 
trouble. : 

Among Foreigners, not including 
Japanese, there have been 14 casey 
3 of which terminated fatally, Among 
Japanese there were 9 deaths. In all 
of these cases breaches of the Pabli 
Health rales were found. 

Among Chinese there have been 38 
deaths : when, however, it is remembers 
that the Chinese population is wer balf 
a million the death rate is not xuusual 
The eases have been mostly among the 
poorest classes where the least vate is 
exercised over food. 

Ax regards Foreigners prevention is 

ly in our own hands—by following 
the simple rules of the Public Health 
Notice, obtainable, on application, frm 
the Health Officer. For the Japanee 























the Chinese, who can read, the Chine 
Health Notice is lable : for those 
who cannot read it is recited daily tw 
crowds collected in alleys and street 
corners; while once weekly at each af 
the sixteen sub-district Health Office. 
short explanatory lectures in Chines 
dealing with the main points of preven- 
tion are given. There ix, however, a 
multitude of the derelict classes, which 
takes no heed for the morrow, living 
from hand to mouth on what they can 
pick up for next to nothing from street 
lwwkers and on the refuse from the 
hops. It ix this class which 
furnish most of the fatal cases of 
summer diarrhoea, 

Many attempts have been made it 
previous years to stop the hawkers of 
fresh food stuffs, whose fly-infested 
ete true is » great danger but ne 
adequate scheme has yet met with 
iceneral approval. ‘The sanitary staff de 
their best in suppressing these 
hawkers of death but, as they mostls 
operate at night and, on the approach 
‘of the sanitary officer, give the signa: 
to disappear down the alleyways like 
rabbits into their holes, this most im- 
portant preventive wor 

\ large number of these cases have 
ecu investigated in the Municipal 
boratory in this and recent years bat 
in none has there been any sign of the 
Cholera bacillus—the essential and only 
case of Cholera. Cholera cau no more 
be produced without the Cholera bacillu» 
than you can grow a field of tarnip- 
withont sowing the proper seed. On 
the other hand bacteris have been found 
in practically all the caves examined, 
which appear to have a casual relation 
with the malady. ‘These belong to the 
coli group, which includes the organism» 
associated with food poisoning and the 
summer diarrhoea of England and the 
home countries. Those who think that 
becanse a case of acute diarrhoes
